Mr. Halley’s Great, Flaming, Space-Thing 
hails the arrival of our world’s most famous 
comet. What will it look like? How was its 
appearance interpreted in the past? Where has 
it been and where is it going?

Exploring the Skies of the Season, a look 
at the current night sky over San Francisco 
can be seen on weekdays at 12:30 p.m. and 
on weekends and holidays at 12:00 noon.

Laserium shows offer high-tech entertainment 
using a powerful 1-watt krypton laser and 
Morrison Planetarium’s newly renovated 
stereo sound system. 


Crystal Odyssey is a program of classical 
music by Bach, Saint-Saens, Grieg, 
Mussorgsky and others against a backdrop of 
lyrical weaving lasers. Crystal Odyssey is 
presented on Saturdays and Sundays at 5:00 
p.m.; tickets are $4 for adults and $3 for 
children 6-12 and seniors. 


Laser Rock Platinum rocks the planetarium 
with the upbeat music of the Rolling Stones, 
Rush, Journey, Led Zeppelin and others every 
Friday through Sunday evening at 7:30 p.m. 


Dark Side of the Moon lights up the 
planetarium with the music of Pink Floyd on 
Thursday through Sunday evenings at 9:00 
p.m. with late shows Friday and Saturday at 
10:30 p.m. 


Laser Space, featuring New Age space music 
by Philip Glass, Iasos, Peter Michael Hamel 
and Michael Stearns, can be seen at 9:00 p.m. 
every Thursday. 


You can bring you own FM Walkman type 
radio to all Laserium concerts and choose 
your own listening volume. 


Tickets for Laser Rock Platinum, Dark Side of 
the Moon and Laser Space are $5 for adults 
and $3 for children 6-12 and seniors. Children 
under six are not admitted to Laserium shows.

Gone today, here tomorrow! DinoFest 
’85 opens July 4th at 10 a.m. with a gala cele- 
bration to welcome some of your favorite 
“terrible reptiles’ from 130 million years ago 
to the museum. Dinosaurs and other beasts 
found during the Mesozoic (250 to 65 million 
years ago) will be found at every turn. You’ll 
even be able to see some “‘living fossils’’ in 
other parts of the museum by using your 
handy guide found in The Dinosaur Times, 
available at the information desk. 


Twenty whimsical ‘‘20th Century 
Dinosaurs”’ created by sculptor Jim Gary, 
above, from discarded car parts will make 
themselves at home throughout the museum. 
His 42-foot Brontosaurus will greet visitors 
on the front steps while other works ranging 
from a huge 30-foot Plesiosaurus to a 15-foot 
turtle fashioned from the hood of a 
Volkswagen parade in the Dinosaur 
Courtyard. A mighty roaring, moving 
Brontosaurus from Dinamation looks pretty 
healthy for a species which hasn’t been seen 
for 65 million years! 


The Academy’s favorite dinosaur, the 
Allosaurus, which has greeted visitors for 
years, will make way for a truly exciting 
visitor from China — the 72-foot 
Mamenchisaurus, one of the largest dinosaurs 
ever discovered. On a smaller scale, a dozen 
mini-monsters by Art Grant of Mill Valley will 
be displayed in Cowell Hall along with 
dinosaur bones for touching and fossil 
footprints for those brave enough to walk in 
the tracks of a behemoth. 


Paintings and sculptures of dinosaurs by 
noted artists such as Sylvia and Stephen 
Czerkas, William Stout, see cover painting of 
his “‘Baby,’’ Mark Hallett, and Kevin Ramos, 
paint a picture of dinosaur lifestyles in 
amazingly accurate detail. All of these artists 
take painstaking care to work with 
paleontologists to “‘get it right!”’

DinoFest ’85 has been planned to point up 
the beginning work on the Academy’s new 
hall of Life Through Time. In the McBean- 
Peterson Galleries, previously used for 
traveling exhibits, visitors will be able to take 
a stroll through four billion years of 
prehistory; from the very beginnings of life on 
Earth, through the age of fishes, dinosaurs and 
mammals, ending at the Wattis Hall of Man. 
Although the hall won’t be completed fora 
couple of years, many of the elements will be 
in place during DinoFest ’85 as a sneak 
preview to what should be the most complete 
hall on evolution in northern California. 


DinoFest ’85 has been underwritten by a 
generous grant from the people at Chevron, 
and members of the California Academy of 
Sciences.

Ban Chiang: Discovery of a Lost Bronze 
Age opening July 12, displays for the first 
time artifacts from Thailand which caused 
archaeologists to restructure traditional 
theories about the development of the early 
use of bronze. This rich array of pottery, 
weapons, tools, and jewelry discovered in » 
Ban Chiang, Thailand pushed the date of 
bronze use in Southeast Asia back twenty- 
five hundred years. Several reconstructed 
burial sites and some of the earliest iron 
artifacts ever found in East Asia complete 
this fascinating exhibition which can be 
seen through September 30.

Special Note: To keep members informed 
and invite suggestions, Executive Director 
Dr. Frank Talbot, will begin the July 
meetings with a short description of future 
plans for the California Academy of 
Sciences. 


Deep in the rain forests of Suriname 19th 
century explorers reported seeing brilliant 


orange birds performing elaborate dances, but 


details of this fascinating behavior by the 
beautiful Cock-of-the-Rock remained 


unknown. Six years ago Dr. Pepper Trail went 


to a remote nature reserve to begin an in- 
depth study of groups (called leks) of Cocks- 
of-the-Rock to probe one of the most 
fascinating riddles in animal behavior: Why 
do males cluster and perform their intricate 
dances and how do females make their 
choices? Why are some males spectacularly 


successful, while others never attract a single 


mate in a lifetime of display? Using 


photographs from his 1983 article in National 


Geographic, Dr. Trail, who is a Postdoctoral 
Fellow at the Academy, will explain how he 
unraveled the subtle tactics of competition 
and courtship by these rarely seen birds.

In 1983 King Mahendra of Nepal opened the 
provinces of Lang Tang, Ganeish Himal and 
Manaslu to visitors for the first time. By 
camera and smiles, Mr. Nattkemper was able 
to capture on film the hospitable Nepalese in 
their near-vertical homeland, where it is a sin 
to make a child cry and the only wheels are 
those used in prayer and grinding grain. With 
the cumulative age of 210 years, Mr. 
Nattkemper and his two companions, all 
retired college professors, became known as 
the “‘three old men’’ to the natives along the 
trail. Their remarkable trek enabled them to 


~become closely acquainted with the Nepalese 


people who, although ranking among the 
lowest in the world in income, literacy, and 
infant survival rate, radiate kindness, joy and 
independence.
